the Diamond rock. 

Beften. Onthg gthof Fanuarylafp, Capt... Mc- 
Jes Fefjenden, in the fluop Ranger, jailed from this 
port for Broad Bay. On the evening of the 1816, 
he tried to put into cape Porpotje, but the tide being 
againft bim, be anchored ai the mouth of that bar- 
bour, During the night the wind blew'from the 
north-eaftward very frefo, and early in the morn 
ing of the igih, became jo-wvery violent, that he was 
obliged to flip bis cables, and drive out io fea, in 
order to cjeape being driven upon the breakers. On 
the 23d, loft the rudder, and the weather continu- 
ing fo tempefluous be was cbliged to cut awey bis 
maft. Inthis condition be drified whely at the mer- 
cy of the wind and waves, with the gloomy prof 
ped? of inevitable death, either by harving, drown- 
ing, or freezing, for they were unalils to kindle a 
fire. 

On the 26th, being 130 leagues from land, they 
were relieved by Cupt. Benjamin Fofter, of cape 
Ann, ina brig, 47 days from Martinice. Capt 
Fofter with extreme difficulty and Lazard, jent bis 
boat to the wreck and brought of Capt Fef-nden,*? 
Mr. William Dawes, of thistewn, and Mr. Fobn 
Mears, of Roxbury. Thefe unfortunate men, worn 
down with hardfh:ps and fatigue, having their feet 
and bands frozen, began to experience that fiupor 
whichis the effré of univerfal ebill, Win they 
got om board the brig thry were foon made more com- 
Sortable by the aids of a warmialin, and the bind 
attention of C4 Fofter and his crew, On Wed. 
nefday laf, th brig arrived at Cape Ann, ewhere 
the inbabitamts, with there ujual bejpuality and 
Jympathy, Peceived the fufferers, and flrove with 
cach ether whe fovuld foew them mift kinda
